son College, Pennsylvania. They exhibit, 
in a forcible light, the trials incident to 
settling in a new country, and building up 
its literary or religions institutions. The 
condition of the Atlantic States, immedi- 
ately subsequent to the Revolution, could 
scarcely have been more encouraging than 
the present condition of our State. And 
from one scourge of new countries we are 
signally free. Our climate is healthy—one 
of the most healthy in the world. Let 
us read the following and take courage. 
We may yet live to see s great, virtuous, 
and happy people upon this coast :— 

Early in Jaly, 1785, Doctor Nisbet 
set out from Philadelphia for Carlisle, and 
reached it on the fourth of that 
month, in the midst of the spirited 


and patriotic celebration of the Anniver- 
‘sary of Ind 


ependence. The inhabitents 
of the town and neighborhood, who had 
assembled in great numbers, to commem- 
orate the day, being informed of his ap- 
proach, dispatched a deputatidn of the 
citizens, together with the Carlisle troop 
of horse, to escort him into the borough. 
He entered it in the midst of joy and con- 
gratulation, and was received and treated 
with all those marks of respect and 
esteem which distinguished and long-ex- 
pected strangers, having so many strong 
claims on the public favor, had a right to 
anticipate. On the next day, the 5th of 
July, the oath of office was administered 
to the Doctor, and he immediately began 
to address himself to those duties which 
devolved on the head of an infant institu- 
tion, existing, as yet, chiefly on paper; 
whose students were to be attracted ; 
whose character was to be formed ; and 
whose success, under God, was to be in- 
sured only by the wisdom and reputation 
of a distinguished individual to pre- 
side over it. 


It was on this ocacsion that Dr. Nis- 
bet delivered the only discourse that he 
ever allowed to be printed. It was 
founded on Acts, 8th ae 22d verse : 
„And Moses was lea in all the wis- 
dom of the Egyptians, and was mighty 
in words, and in deeds.” The scope of 
the sermon was to show ‘the importance 
of the unionof piety and learning.’ It is 
hardly necessary to say that the sermon 
was an able one, and that those who have 
read it, have been di , instinctively, 
to regret that the author should not have 
published much more. 

Scarcely had he entered on the arda- 
ous duties of his office, before he and sev- 
eral members of his family were attacked 
with a severe and protracted illness. Al- 
though Carlisle and its neighborhood 
have, in general, been and still are con- 
sidered as remarkably healthy, yet these 
interesting strangers underwent what is 
called ‘a — the oo, of the 

dangerous trying ind. Most 
of them were selzed with an obstinate fe- 
ver, which brought them very low, and 
from which their recovery was difficult and 
extremely slow. The Doctor himself suf- 
fered more severely than any other mem- 
ber of the family. His strength was so 
greatly reduced by the continuance of the 
disease, that he was confined, in a great 
measure, to his house for several months, 
and rendered wholly unfit for any effort, 
either bodily or mental; and so completely 
discouraged that, on the 18th day of Octo- 
ber following his arrival, he sent in to the 
Board of Trustees of the College, his res- 
ignation of the office of President, and 
determined on returning to Scotland. The 
Board received this communication with 
eat regret, and were unwilling to accept 
f. But finding the Doctor's mind filled 
with the most gloomy impressions con- 
cerning his prospects, and in a state which 
precladed the hope of being able to retain 
him, they at length, with much reluctance, 
determined to yield to his desires, and ac- 
ted his resignation. 
In this state of depression and des- 
pondency, he addressed. the following let- 
ter to the Earl of Buchan : 

CARL, 15th Dec., 1785. 

My Lorp: I had the honor of your 
Lordship’s esteemed letter of the 14th of 
Sept. eight days ago. It will no doubt 
surprise you to learn that I am preparing 
nity..

Rebellion in the State Prison in 1828. 
The recent tragedies in the State Prison 
at Charlestown, give an usual interest at 
the present time, to the following account 
of an insurrection which took place in that 


| institution in 1838 : 


A more impressive exhibition of moral 
courage, Opposed to the wildest ferocity 
under the most ng circumstances 
was never seen, than that which was wit- 
nessed by the officers of the Massachusetts 
State Prison, in the recent rebellion. 
Three convicts had been sentenced, under 
the rule of the Prison, to be whipped in 
the yard, and by sound effort of oneof the 
other prisoners, a door had been opened at 
mid-day, communicating with the 
dining-hall, and into this all the 
rushed, with clubs, and such tools as they 
could seize in passing through the work- 
shops: chisels, with 
every variety of such weapons, were in the 
hands of 
drawn away from their encroachments on 
society, forming a congregation of strength, 
vileness and talent, that can hardly be 
equalled on earth, even among the famed 
brigands of Italy. Men of all ages and 
characters, guilty of every variety of infa- 
mous crimes, dressed in the motley and 
peculiar garb of the institution, and dis- 
playin the wild and demoniae appear- 
dance that always pertains to imprisoned 
wretches, were ge ered eens for the 
single pu of preventing the ome 
— whic was tts inflicted on mor- 
row upon their comrades. 

The warden, the surgeon,and some other 
officers of the prison were there at the 
time, and were alarmed at the consequen- 
ces likely to ensue from the conflict neces- 
sary to restore order. They huddled to- 
gether, buat could scarcely be said to 
consult, as the stoutest of them lost all 

resence of mind in overwhelming fear. 

o news rapidly spread through the town, 
and a subordinate officer, of most mild and 
kind disposition, hurried to the scene. The 
most equable-tempered, and the mildest 
man in the government, was, in this hour 
of peril, the firmest. He immediateiy dis- 
patched a request to Major Wainwright, 
c@mmander of the marines stationed at 
the navy-yard, for assistance, and declared 


his purpose to enter into the hall, and try 
the force of firm demeanor and sion 
upon the enraged multitude. All his 


brethren exclaimed against an — 80 
fall of hazard but in vain. They offered 
him arms, a sword and pistol, but he re- 
fased them, and said that he had no fear, 
and, in case of danger, arms would do bim 
no service ; and alone, with only a little 
rattan, which was his usual walking-stick, 
he advanced into the hall to hold parley 
with the selected, congregated, and en- 
villains of the whole commonwealth. 

He demanded their purpose in thus coming 
together with arms, in violation of the 
prison laws. They replied they were de- 
termined to obtain the remission of the 
unishment of their three comrades.— 

e said that it was impossible, the rules 
of the prison must be effected, and they 
must submit. 

At the hint of submission, they drew a 
little nearer together, prepared their wea- 
pons for service, aud as they were dimly 
seen in the farther end of the hall, by those 
who observed from the gratings that 
opened up to the day, a more appalling 
sight cannot be conceived, nor one of more 
moral grandeur, than that of asingle man 
standing within their grasp, and exposed 
to be torn limb from limb instantly, if a 
word or look should add to the already 
intense excitement. The excitement, too, 
was of the most — — kind. It broke 
not forth in noise and imprecation, but was 
seen only in the dark looks, ang strained 
nerves, that showed a deep determination. 
The officer expostulated. He reminded 
them of the hopelessness of escape, that 
the town was alarmed,and that the govern- 
ment of the prison would submit to nothing 
but unconditional surrender. He said that 
all those who would go quietly away should 
be forgiven for this offence ; but that if 
every prisoner was killed in the contest, 

er enough would be obtained to en- 
rce the regulations of the prison. They
